irst degree.

The Court has reflected upon the evidence sub.
mitted In your onse, aod have no doubt of the correct-
ness of this verdiet; and Lhus h{ the record of this
tribunnl you stand convicted of having committed
the llifhl!hi erime Known Lo our lewa.,

No buman eye witnessed the croel blows which
Your right arm Infllcted upon an sged and defenseless
woman, nor the terrible delibaration with which vou
almoat severed her bead (rom her body., An All-wisa
and Omnlscient Belog permitied human wilnesyes to
traca your steps, and by Lhe testimony n serlies of faots
ware clearly establlslied whioh furnisbed Lhe succes-
sive links In that fron chulo which held you in lts
embirace,

We do not desire to protracs this painful scens by
an extonded refarence to the dewalis of this bloody
tragedy, bul we cunuoot belp saying that you in-
buruanly mordersad s woman, in bher own peascetul,
qulet home, where ahe had lived for a quarter of a
century, benesth the nhndow of the very house in
which you had passed the days of your childliood,

That woman had taken an intersst lu your own
waltnee, hind fed you at her sable, had been your bene-
fnctress and frelend; and, worse than all, sbe would
to-day huveslept in a diahonored gruve but for the
prompt sction of the authoritles and the overruling
providence of & just God,

During the
pist 8ix yoars, it is estimated that the aggre-
gite population of the State has increased full
26 per cent,, and that of the city about
98 per cent, Placing the estimated incrense of
the colored portion of the population in the
State at large at only 20 per cent,, and that of
the cityat 26 per cent,, sud we will have at
least 68,000 colored persons in Pennsylvania,
and 28,000 m Philadelpnia.
